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New  College  students,  257  strong, 
enter  fully  into  life  of  University 


New  College  started  life  this  year  with 
257  undergraduate  members  from  nine  facul- 
ties and  schools.  It  is  offering  them  a com- 
munity life  in  temporary  quarters  at  65  St. 
George  street,  and  semi-weekly  tutorials  in 
English,  mathematics,  physics  and  chemistry. 

The  most  recent  step  in  its  development 
was  the  appointment  last  month  of  nine 
Fellows  of  New  College.  Together  with 
Dr.  Bissell,  Principal  F.  E.  W.  Wetmore, 
and  Registrar  W.  S.  Wilson,  they  form  the 
Council  of  the  University’s  first  multi-faculty 
residential  college.  The  Fellows  are: 

Dean  R.  G.  Ellis  of  the  Faculty  of  Den- 
tistry, Professor  Dorothy  Forward  of  the 
department  of  botany.  Professor  J.  M.  Ham 
of  the  department  of  electrical  engineering. 
Dean  John  Hamilton  of  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine,  Professor  D.  M.  Hayne  of  the 
University  College  department  of  French, 
Dean  F.  N.  Hughes  of  the  Faculty  of 
Pharmacy,  Dean  R.  R.  McLaughlin  of  the 
Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  Engineering, 
Professor  G.  L.  Stagg  of  the  department  of 
Italian  and  Hispanic  studies,  and  Professor 
Bertie  Wilkinson  of  the  department  of 
history. 

Building  plans  for  New  College  are  well 
advanced.  It  is  hoped  construction  will 
begin  next  spring  on  a site  directly  west  of 
Sidney  Smith  Hall,  for  completion  by  the 
fall  of  1964.  The  plans  show  a five-storey 
building,  roughly  L-shaped  with  a free-form 
wall  along  its  inner  face.  The  top  three 
storeys  have  accommodation  for  291  men 
students  and  six  dons.  The  lower  floors 
house  a dining  hall,  tutorial  classrooms,  a 


library  and  reading  room,  seminar  rooms, 
staff  and  administrative  offices,  a dean’s 
suite,  lunchrooms  and  common  and  music 
rooms. 

The  majority  of  New  College  students  this 
year  are  freshmen  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts 
and  Science.  Forty-four  are  in  the  first  year 
of  other  divisions,  and  32  have  joined  the 
College  in  second,  third  or  fourth  years. 

Freshman  registration  includes  25  from 
Applied  Science  and  Engineering,  four  from 
Pharmacy,  three  each  from  Nursing,  pre- 
Medical  year  and  the  pre-professional  year 
in  Dentistry,  and  two  each  from  Architec- 
ture, Household  Science  and  Physical  and 
Occupational  Therapy.  Within  the  Faculty 
of  Arts  and  Science  there  are  73  first-year 
students  in  the  General  Course,  35  in  the 
General  Course  in  Science,  38  in  honour 
courses  in  the  humanities  and  social  sciences, 
31  in  honour  courses  in  science,  and  four  in 
commerce  and  finance. 

Somewhat  more  than  half  the  students 
made  New  College  their  first  choice.  The 
rest  applied  first  to  one  of  the  Arts  Colleges 
but  transferred  to  New  College.  An  im- 
portant factor  in  registration,  Principal  Wet- 
more  noted,  was  the  limit  on  enrolment 
imposed  this  year  by  University  College. 
He  praised  University  College  for  “gene- 
rosity” in  the  selection  of  students;  they  had 
sent  just  as  good  students  to  New  College 
as  they  had  kept  in  their  own  halls.  How- 
ever, the  lack  of  a large  scholarship  fund 
had  discouraged  some  excellent  students 
from  applying  for  New  College. 

For  instruction  in  six  Arts  subjects  taught 
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by  the  Colleges,  New  College  students  are 
going  to  University  College.  In  addition, 
Victoria,  Trinity  and  St.  Michael’s  Colleges 
have  opened  their  doors  to  any  New  College 
student  wanting  to  take  Religious  Knowl- 
edge, and  some  are  doing  so.  For  the  time 
New  College  has  no  teaching  staff  of  its 
own— Principal  Wetmore  foresees  a future 
need  for  departments  in  some  College  sub- 
jects as  registration  grows— but  only  if  the 
new  units  are  of  such  a size  as  to  be  viable 
and  fruitful. 

At  present  the  College  has  10  tutors,  who 
are  graduate  students  nominated  by  the 
heads  of  their  departments.  In  mathematics, 
physics  and  chemistry,  they  try  to  support 
lecturers  by  helping  some  students  over  diffi- 
cult areas  and  by  enriching  the  course  for 
others.  The  three  science  subjects  were 
chosen  as  common  to  several  faculties,  but 
students  do  not  register  in  them  unless  they 
are  already  taking  lectures  in  the  same  field. 
All  first-  and  second-year  New  College 
students  are  requested  to  attend  seminars  in 
English,  however;  here  the  emphasis  is  on 
composition  rather  than  literature. 

Tutorial  sessions  are  held  on  a fortnightly 
cycle.  The  largest  groups  hold  14  students, 
and  except  for  those  in  English  they  are 


usually  divided  according  to  the  students’ 
courses.  In  very  small  groups,  the  tutor  may 
elect  to  meet  his  students  individually  by 
appointment. 

For  its  first  two  years  New  College  is 
using  the  old  house  vacated  last  year  by  the 
Division  of  University  Extension.  Seminar 
and  study  rooms,  a lunchroom  and  informal 
lounge  fill  up  its  three  floors.  This  year’s 
reigstration  is  already  straining  the  facilities, 
and  Dr.  Wetmore  is  concerned  that  some 
restriction  on  enrolment  may  be  necessary 
next  fall  until  the  new  building  is  ready. 

The  undergraduates  have  elected  their 
own  students’  council,  have  fielded  a win- 
ning rugger  team  and  have  several  other 
entries  in  intramural  competition.  They 
would  have  entered  a football  team  had 
the  budget  permitted  purchase  of  uniforms. 
In  the  Homecoming  parade,  their  float  was 
one  of  the  top  six.  A New  College  music 
club  is  being  formed  and  other  student 
organizations  are  being  discussed. 

As  the  first  of  the  new  multi-faculty  resi- 
dential colleges,  New  College  raises  many 
questions.  “New  categories  have  been 
created,  there’s  no  question  about  that,”  its 
Principal  remarked.  “They  will  raise  some 
discussion  but  the  problems  will  be  met.” 


Staff  Appointments 


Prof.  T.  A.  Goudge  will  succeed  Prof. 
Fulton  Anderson  as  chairman  of  the  De- 
partment of  Philosophy,  effective  July  1, 
1963. 

Both  professors  are  graduates  of  Dalhousie 
University  who  came  to  Toronto  for  post- 
graduate studies  and  joined  the  staff.  During 
the  war  Prof.  Goudge  served  in  the  Royal 
Canadian  Naval  Volunteer  Reserve,  even- 
tually as  Lieutenant  Commander.  He  is  the 
author  of  books  on  Henri  Bergson  and  C.  S. 
Pierce,  and  of  The  Ascent  of  Life,  for  which 
he  won  the  Governor-General’s  Medal  for 
non-fiction  last  March. 

Prof.  Anderson  has  headed  the  depart- 
ment since  1945.  His  publications  include 
books  on  the  philosophy  of  Locke,  Plato 
and  Bacon. 

Dr.  B.  W.  Richards  has  been  appointed 


visiting  professor  in  mental  retardation  in 
the  Department  of  Psychiatry,  following 
Dr.  L.  T.  Hilliard,  the  first  appointee 
under  the  plan  financed  by  the  Ontario 
Association  for  Retarded  Children.  Dr. 
Richards  is  deputy  medical  superintendent 
and  consultant  psychiatrist  at  St.  Lawrence’s 
Hospital,  Caterham,  Surrey,  England.  He  is 
a specialist  in  mental  subnormality  and  has 
had  posts  in  four  mental  deficiency  hospitals. 
While  here  he  will  work  with  the  Division 
of  Mental  Retardation  at  the  Toronto 
Psychiatric  Hospital  and  with  the  depart- 
ment. 

Dr.  Albert  Bettex  is  visiting  professor 
in  the  Department  of  German,  University 
College,  for  the  fall  term.  Dr.  Bettex  is  a 
well-known  Swiss  scholar  and  teacher,  and 
editor  of  Lihrarium.

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Three  Banting  and  Best  professors 
receive  fresh  recognition

Professor  Charles  H.  Best,  the  director, 
and  Professors  Erich  Baer  and  W.  R.  Franks 
have  won  significant  new  honours  for  the 
Banting  and  Best  Department  of  Medical 
Research  this  year. 

The  current  issue  of  the  Journal  of  the 
American  Diabetes  Association  records  the 
coining  of  the  Banting  and  Best  Commemo- 
rative Medal  by  the  Czechoslovak  Society 
of  Physical  Medicine.  It  marks  the  fortieth 
anniversary  of  the  introduction  of  Insulin 
into  the  treatment  of  diabetes  mellitus. 


The  medal,  in  silver  for  Dr.  Best  and 
in  bronze  for  the  University’s  archives,  has 
been  received  in  Toronto.  On  one  side  are 
the  profiles  of  a youthful  Dr.  Banting  and 
a mature  Dr.  Best.  The  reverse  is  decorated 
with  an  emblem  of  the  famous  hot  geyser 
of  Carlsbad,  Czechoslovakia’s  biggest  spa 
for  metabolic  disease. 

At  the  College  de  France,  where  he  spent 
several  weeks  as  visiting  professor  this  year. 
Dr.  Best  received  the  Grand  Silver  Medal  of 
the  City  of  Paris.  In  making  the  presenta-

tion,  the  gallant  mayor  of  Paris  did  not  over- 
look Mrs.  Best  who  was  with  her  husband: 
to  her  he  gave  a handsome  book. 

The  Aerospace  Trophy 

In  Atlantic  City,  Dr.  W.  R.  Franks  re- 
ceived the  Eric  Liljencrantz  award  from  the 
Aerospace  Medical  Association  “for  out- 
standing research  in  aerospace  medicine”. 
The  trophy  is  modelled  after  Colonel  John 
Glenn’s  spaceship,  Friendship  7.  Among  the 
achievements  which  brought  this  fresh 
international  recognition  to  Dr.  Franks  was 
invention  of  the  world’s  first  G-suit  which, 
in  World  War  II,  enabled  Allied  fighter 
pilots  to  remain  conscious  when  executing 
sharp  turns  at  high  speed. 

Dr.  Baers  Award 

Professor  Erich  Baer  has  received  the 
1962  Chemical  Institute  of  Canada  Medal, 
the  Institute’s  highest  award.  This  honour 
recognizes  36  years  in  research,  24  of  them 
at  the  University  of  Toronto  where  for  many 
years  Dr.  Baer  has  been  head  of  the  sub- 
department of  synthetic  chemistry  in  rela- 
tion to  research,  in  the  Banting  and  Best 
Department  of  Medical  Research. 

Dr.  Baer’s  work  is  summed  up  in  103 
publications,  several  of  them  classics  in 
their  fields.  It  has  dealt  with  the  synthesis 
of  biologically  important  carbohydrates, 
glycerides  and  phospholipids,  many  of  them 
of  vital  significance  in  the  living  cell.  As  a 


result  of  his  findings,  the  natural  chemical 
substances  for  the  first  time  can  be  com- 
pared with  pure  chemical  substances  of 
known  structure  and  configuration. 

Dr.  Baer  took  his  Ph.D.  at  the  University 
of  Berlin  under  Professor  H.  O.  L.  Fischer, 
and  in  1932  went  with  him  to  the  University 
of  Basle.  Five  years  later,  both  came  to 
Toronto.
